How xvomlerfu l and bou ntifu l is 
tho power of (light, and yet. from 
tho smallest, insect th a t is tossed 
abou t by the gentle su m m er breeze 
to th e grtvit golden eagle th a t is 
oapoblqof ca rrying a you ng lam b to 
his eyrie all are m asters of th e art, 
A large portion of the living a ni­ 
mal world lias w ings and ean u se 
them. 
W hen w atching a sw allow 's 
infinite pow er u pon the wing, one 
feels like re ph rasing th e cry of R ich­ 
ard 111, “ My kingdom for a h orse,” 
to“ My kingdom for a pair of w ing s.” 
P erh aps am ong ou r most com m on 
birds the sw allow s are th e m ost 
gracefu l and skillfu l of flight. 
Be­ 
fore a rain along ou r cou ntry roads 
the barn and w h ite bellied sw allow s 
are alw ays to bo » eon cu tting the air 
in gracefu l cu rves, now sk im m ing 
the roads, now rising ab ru ptly to 
sail over tho stone w a ll and float ou t 
across some neighboring m eadow. 
They love tin* sou also and w ing 
their way over ifs su rface w ith m a r ­ 
velou s skill. 
The chim ney sw ift su rpasses in 
the pow er of endu rance oven th e 
swallows. 
U ncanny birds th ey are, 
far m ore like bats. 
T heir (light, is 
not as gracefu l as the sw allow ’s, bu t 
in a way m ore erratic. 
T hey rest 
only in tho ch im neys or hollow tns's, 
even g a th e ring tho twigs for tho 
constru ction of th eir nests w hile on 
tho wing. 
T h eir food also is taken 
when on (light—in fact, tho c h im ­ 
ney s w ift’s life is spent iu th e heav- 
<j m. 
“ P erpetu al m otion” m u st l>o 
tiioir motto, for b u t a few m om ents 
ou t of cadi 21 hou rs are spent a t 
rest in tho c h im ne y's sooty depths. 
The opposito of tho sw allow 's and 
the sw ift’s flight, one might say, is 
th at of th e kingbird. 
Je rk y, spas­ 
modic, u ngracefu l as it is in the ex 
treme, and yet powerfu l, for tho 
kingbird am ong crow s certainly do 
serves Ins name. As all tru e tyran- 
nidte, ho is an oxjjcrt flycatch er and 
is very dexterou s and often absu rd 
in pu rsu it, tu m b ling over h im self 
in his h u rry to catch some dainty 
insect. 
W hen a robin crosses tho sky so 
one can really see Ins flight, ho is 
ono of th e few birds th at look as if 
they really w ere going som ewhere. 
Direct, oven and steady ore th e char 
u otcristioH of the flight w hen really 
on tho w ing w ith som e dista nt point 
in view*. 
Tho erratic and w onderfu lly rapid 
flight, of tho h u m m ing birds is m ar 
volou s, and th e hu m an eye ean only 
vagu ely follow their w inding cou rse. 
Hu eh stre ng th of w ing for so tiny a 
body seem s alm ost incredible. T h eir 
m igration sou th w ard 
from 
N ew 
E ngland extends to Sou th Am erica. 
T he plu eb o’s flight is very like 
th at of th e kingbirds, and I n s t u m ­ 
blings when iu pu rsu it of insects 
are alm ost identical, bu t bis long 
flights do not denote su ch power, 
nor, I think, su ch rapidity. 
The w onderfu l fm ts of th oe a rric r 
pigeons h ave become famou s, and 
the distance th a t th ey cover in a 
given tim e is h a rdly to be Ixdievod. 
Each dow n boat of their w ings looks 
as if they w ore flying m a donsor at 
m oaphore th a n air, so m u ch jmwer 
is shown. 
T he b a ts ’ crazy m ovem ents in tho 
evening tw ilig h t are absu rd, fu ll of 
plu nges, tu rning s, tw istings, rapid 
flappings and tu m bles, and yet th ey 
seem to know w here they a re going, 
and m ost certainly do.

1rs au­ 
thor, Mr. Frank L. MoYey , first demon- 
strates in the simplest way that a de­ 
preciating currency m ust injure 
the 
wag e earner. Here is the way he beg ins 
his discussion ; 
“ The operators in our mills and fae- 
tories, tog ether w ith those eng ag ed in 
» lay labor of other kinds, constitute a 
g reat creditor class. 
They are creditor* 
in the sense that they advance labor, 
the end of a day or a week tin 
due them for 
services 
g reater than that 
class. 
But in the m ajority of eases the 
wag e earner is dependent npon hia daily 
or weekly earning s, so that lht 
q uestion with hint is as to th» ir im m e­ 
diate purchasing power, 
“ What a laborer really works for are 
the tiling s whioli lie consumes 
Kverv- 
tliing that 
tends to increase the real as compared 
w ith the nominal wag es of the work­ 
man, for lie is then g etting more g o» ids 
for the same money . On the other hand, 
every tendency to make thing s dearer 
tends to decrease in a ennospoü diug de­ 
g ree the r« 'al wag es of the people. 
ag es are hig h or low'according to the 
abundance of necessities, comforts or 
luxuries obtainable for them, ’ ’’

Th e last 
influence mentioned wasffh at of th e En­ 
glish Bible; not in its spiritual effects 
on th e people, but in th e fact of its 
translation h aving greatly increased 
th e capabilities of th e language for 
grand and lofty expression. 
Th e En­ 
glish language th us acquired a grand­ 
eur and a wide scope of expression 
wh ich rendered possible at a lulcrdato 
only in th at language such a work a* 
th at of Sh akespeare. 
Th e 
present 
English 
language 
was th us sh own to 
be a 
h igh ly 
composite language; th e precontage 
of its elements was 
approximately 
given, as follows: 
Anglo-Saxon, 30; 
Latin, tiO; Greek. 5; and all oth ers, ■">. 
Th e function of each element in 
language was sh own and furnish ed 


speaker’s ch oice language and apt il­ 
lustrations. 
In conclusion h e recited 
with telling effect W. W. Story 's poetic 
apostroph e to th e English tongue. 
At th e conclusion of th e lecture, as 
a class exercise, Holmes' poem, “Th e 
d Nautilus” was taken up 
alni analy zed by th e professor, to illus­ 
trate th e best meth od of study ing lit­ 
erature. 
Tb« analy sis was intensely 
interesting and h is h earers were im­ 
pressed with tin» fact, th at to get much 
of value from literature 
as from any 
oth er branch of th e arts deep,th ough t­ 
ful analy tic study is necessary .
